Germans Claim Capture. 
Berlin, April 22.—The capture of 
183 American prisoners and 25 ma­ 
chine guns by the Germans was 
claimed in tonight’s official report. 
The Americans sustained heavy losses 
the statement adds. The Germans 
claimed to have penetrated American 
lines at Seicheprey to the depth of a 
mile and a quarter.

CHAMBERLAIN BILL
